Many people believe that the pub- 


lic is entitled to the profits gi owing 
out of the operation of public util- 
ities and out of this thought has 
grown the desire for municipal own- 
ership 
of 
water 
works, electric 


lighting systems and other public 
utilities. 


The thought back of eity owner- 


ship is profit—profit to the people 
instead of to an individual or a 
corporation, but what if there is 
no profit? 


With the disappearance of profit 


the beauty of municipal ownership 
vanishes. 
Instead of advantage it 


Means disadvantage—increased tax- 
ation. 


Now, 
the operation of the street 


lighting system by the city for the 


' city is either a good or a poor 


proposition for the taxpayers. Which 
is it? 


Practically everybody wants to see < 


done what is best for the city though 
there are some people who are so 
bitterly opposed to corporations that 
they would not favor one if sure i,t 
was to their financial ad\antage to 
do so. 


There is a difference of opinion 


as to 'which is the proper course. 
Good men may be found 
on 'both 


—sides, of the proposition. Good argu- 


ments may be advanced in favor of 
both courses, but in our judgment 
the great weight of evidence favors 
the proposition to buy current from 
the Ohio Iright & Power Company 
and these are our chief reasons for 
this opinion: 


(1) Jt-"is. the business like and 


most.economical course to pursue. 
-„ (2) The Alighting -company offers 
to furnish current at a price that is 
less t'ban the cost of coal for oper- 
ating the city plant. 


(8);The maintenance of the citj's 


poles, wires, lamps and the" power 
house will enable the city to resume 
the manufacture of current at any 
time that relationship with the light- 
ing company should pnrve to be un- 
satisfactory. 


(4) We can see no danger of the 


city falling into the clutches of the 
corporation by enteiing 
into 
this 


contract. 


(5) The city's bonded debt is al- 


ready.very large and no more bonds 
should be issued except for necessary 
purposes. 


(6) Newark's tax rate 
is 
now- 


high enough. The burden 
of 
in- 


creased tax is felt not only by the 
property owner but by the man who 
rents property as well. 


(7) Under our present form of 


city government men who arc not 
capable of performing their duty may 
be placed in charge" of the lighting 
iant in which event the taxpayers 
suffer. 


(8) Newark's 
largest 
industrial 


institution, 
the 
American 
Bottle 


Company, which uses more clectncty 
than the city's piant can generate, is 
now 
spending 
$25,000 
for 
the 


privilege of bujing current. Already 
this company is buying 260 liorse- 
powcr and is about to run lines to 
the Ohio Light & Power Co's plant 
to take on 
2.*,<»f! additional horse- 


power. -Superintendent Carl Dajton 
told the Advocate 
jciterday 
that; 


after surveys had been made by 


March 26 In History, 


experts, 
and 
after 
operating 
its 


own electric light plant for years, 
the company had 
decided that it 


would be cheaper and better for the 
American Bottle Company to buy its 
electricity. 
Mr. Dayton 
said 
that 


within a year the complete change 
would be made. The bottle company 
is now buying machinery to trans- 
form the Ohio Light & Power Co's 
current into direct current at the 
bottle plant and much of this ma- 
chinery is now on the ground. 
The 


Bottle Company uses six times as 
much coal in a year as does the 
city light plant and it. is presumed 
that it obtains its coal at a lower 
price, yet in spite of these conditions, 
the bottle company lias decided that 
it should buy and not make electric- 
ity and pays the scheduled price for 
the current. 


(9) The price named by the Ohio 


Light & Power Co. is much lower 
than the cost 
of current 
in 
the 


municipal plants at Columbus and 
Hamilton, Ohio, as shown in the 
official reports.

sources and the southern republics. 
While some American manufacturers 
reported no increases in orders and 
some of the countries were not in- 
creasing their purchases, yet it was 
declared the general trend was for- 
ward, instead of stationary or back- 
ward. 


Exports from New York to Argen- 


tina, the statement said, increased in 
February from 11,142,901 to $2,049,- 
871, and to Brazil from $1,782,656 
to $2,018,601. 


"Careful investigation of the arti- 
cles exported," says the statement, 
"shows that a large percentage 
or 


them are manufactured products that 
formerly were purchased by South 
America mostly in Great 
Britain, 


Germany and France."

a story, Mr. Robertson invented in

As a rule the estimates originally 


submitted for the cost of Municipal 
plants, do not cover the actual cost 
incurred. And further, with few ex- 
ceptions, the men who are put in 
charge politically, are not employed 
for their ability or capacity, but for 
their ability to deliver the goods at 
the polls. 
While with private cor- 


porations, the positions of the men 
in charge depend strictly on their 
ability to so manage as to minimize 
the cost of production.
